Continuation of 3 NOTE: Amended claims 76, 77 and 79 recite new limitations i.e. 
"as a liquid and dried", "covers" and "the test strip comprises multiple lines having 
detectable tracer", the claims also delete recitations and the amended claims thus 
include a new strip embodiment that would require further consideration and a further 
search. 

Continuation of 1 1 NOTE: Applicant's arguments directed to the combination 
of Boehringer et al and Attridge are not found persuasive because of reasons of record 
and further as stated previously Attridge is relied upon for teaching that it is known in 
the art to include delayed release agents in lateral flow assays such as test strips and 
the Examiner has combined Attridge with Boehringer et al for the incorporation of a 
delayed release agent into the test strip of Boehringer et al. Further, with respect to 
Applicant's arguments that there is no motivation to combine the references, this is not 
found persuasive because of reasons stated in the previous office actions and further 
KSR forecloses the argument that a specific teaching, suggestion, or motivation is 
required to support a finding of obviousness. See the recent Board decision Ex parte 
Smith, -USPQ2d-, slip op. at 20, (Bd. Pat. App. & Interf. June 25, 2007) (citing KSR, 
82, USPQ2d at 1396)(available at
